ADOPT A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION OF AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE
COUNTY OF LOS ANGELES PROBATION DEPARTMENT AND THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA
EMPLOYMENT DEVELOPMENT DEPARTMENT

SUBJECT

Adopt a resolution authorizing the Chief Probation Officer to execute an agreement between the
County of Los Angeles Probation Department (Probation) and the State of California, Employment
Development Department (EDD) to provide confidential information that will be used to assist in the
collection of monies owed to the County

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

Adopt the attached resolution authorizing the Chief Probation Officer, or his designee, to execute an
agreement effective October 1, 2011 in an estimated amount of $4,200 between Probation and EDD
to provide confidential personal and financial information for a (3) three-year period, as well as any
related contracts, amendments, or extensions.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The purpose of this action is to obtain Board approval of the attached resolution authorizing the
Chief Probation Officer to execute an agreement with EDD in an estimated amount of $4,200. The
agreement is for a (3) three-year period during which EDD will provide confidential employer
address, wage and benefit payment information that will assist in Probation’s efforts to collect monies
owed to the County. EDD requires Probation to provide a resolution authorizing execution of the
agreement.
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Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

The recommended action is consistent with the Countywide Strategic Plan, Goal #1, Operational
Effectiveness. Implementation of the recommendation will enhance Probation’s collection efforts

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

Funding for this agreement, estimated at $4,200, is included in Probation’s FY 11/12 Adopted
Budget.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

EDD shall make confidential information available to Probation pursuant to Sections 1095 (n)(1) of
the California Unemployment Insurance Code (CUIC).

Probation shall request and use the confidential information in accordance with the provisions of
Section 730.5, 730.6, and 903 of the Welfare and Institution: Penal Code Sections 1202.4 and
1203.1(B); and Code Sections 1095 (n) (1) of the CUIC.

On September 9, 2008 your Board adopted a resolution to authorize Probation to enter into an
agreement with EDD to provide confidential personal and financial information in order to enhance
Probation’s efforts in the collections of monies owed to the County.

On June 29, 2011, Probation received an agreement renewal notice from EDD. EDD requires
Probation to provide a resolution authorizing execution of an agreement. The current agreement
with EDD expires on September 30, 2011. In order to prevent a break in service Probation intends to
submit the resolution and renewal agreement prior to September 30, 2011.

County Counsel has approved the attached resolution as to form.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS)

The services under this agreement will enhance Probation’s efforts in the collection of money owed
to the County. These services will not have a direct impact on other County department services.
